Chris  Botti 

Trumpeter/composer  Chris  Botti  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  touring  and  recording  artists  in  the  world. 

His  aesthetic  marries  the  atmospheric  quality  of  jazz 
with  the  textures  and  melodies  of  some  of  today’s 
pop/rock  innovators.  Since  the  release  of  his  first  solo 
album  in  1995,  he  has  created  a  series  of  recordings 
which  have  made  him  a  virtual  genre-of-one  in  the 
realm  of  adult  contemporary  jazz/pop.  Through  his 
singular  combination  of  lush  tonal  musings  and  thoughtful  improvisations,  Botti  has 
earned  both  critical  acclaim  and  mainstream  appreciation  for  a  succession  of 
best-selling  albums  including  When  I  Fall  In  Love  (2004),  To  Love  Again:  The  Duets  (2005), 
Chris  Botti  Live  with  Orchestra  &  Special  Guests  (2006),  and  Italia  (2007).  A  native  of 
Oregon,  Mr.  Botti  spent  two  years  of  his  childhood  growing  up  in  Italy.  His  earliest 
musical  influence  was  his  mother,  a  classically  trained  pianist  and  part-time  piano 
teacher.  He  began  playing  trumpet  at  age  nine  and,  after  hearing  a  recording  of  Miles 
Davis  playing  “My  Funny  Valentine,"  he  realized  the  instrument  was  his  key  to  “doing 
something  meaningful  with  my  life."  He  pursued  his  music  studies  with  a  succession 
of  outstanding  teachers  including  Woody  Shaw.  In  the  studio  and  on  stage,  Chris  Botti 
has  worked  with  such  leading  singer-songwriters  as  Paul  Simon,  Joni  Mitchell,  and 
Sting  as  well  as  renowned  film  composer  John  Barry,  among  others.  As  a  sideman,  he 
has  appeared  on  dozens  of  albums,  compilations,  and  soundtracks.  His  association  with 
Sting — who  appeared  on  Botti's  To  Love  Again  and  When  I  Fall  In  Love — dates  back  to 
1999,  when  the  trumpeter  joined  the  pop  legend's  band  as  featured  soloist  on  the 
“Brand  New  Day”  tour,  which  lasted  two  years.  His  second  PBS  special,  Chris  Botti  In 
Boston,  was  filmed  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  in  September  2008  at 
Symphony  Hall  and  and  released  in  CD,  CD/DVD,  and  Blu-Ray  formats  in  March  2009, 
featuring  guest  artists  Sting,  Lucia  Micarelli,  John  Mayer,  Josh  Groban,  Katharine 
McPhee,  Yo-Yo  Ma,  Steven  Tyler,  and  Sy  Smith.

ZeidwiG 

Not  since  Dudley  Moore  climbing  a  hill  in  the 
movie  10  has  such  comic  genius  been  exemplified  as 
by  ZeidwiG — the  modern  everyday  "man  in  trouble" 
just  trying  to  get  the  job  done.  ZeidwiG  is  someone 
we  can  all  identify  with,  only  he  also  brings  to  the 
table  an  unparalleled  combination  of  musical  virtuosity 
as  a  concert  pianist  and  a  unique  sense  of  comedic 
timing. This  duality  was  expressed  early  on  when  he 
was  originally  headed  toward  a  professional  baseball 
and  ski-racing  career,  and  turned  out  to  be  great 
preparation  for  his  entertainment  career.  In  the  tradition  of  Borge,  Chaplin,  and 
Keaton,  ZeidwiG  has  earned  enormous  critical  acclaim  throughout  the  world,  not 
only  as  a  concert  pianist,  but  also  as  a  comedian  and  subsequently  as  a  composer. 
His  work  has  garnered  international  acclaim  and  has  been  characterized  as 
"breathtaking, "“poetic, '"'genius, ""sensational, ""masterful  and  hilarious," "thrilling,” 
and  "uplifting."  Such  global  enthusiasm  has  played  a  role  in  encouraging  ZeidwiG 
to  pursue  new  avenues  of  expression.  His  first  play,  The  Debut,  includes  original 
compositions  entitled  "Rainbow  Concerto"  and  “Colors  of  Hope."  Both  works  attracted 
considerable  attention  in  the  music  world  and  led  to  The  Debut’s  concert  hall 
premiere  at  Harvard  University  in  2003.  His  first  original  film  shorts,  Baroque  and 
The  Practice  Session,  have  been  broadcast  by  PBS  on  six  continents  and  continue  to 
be  seen  worldwide.  In  addition,  ZeidwiG  has  appeared  in  over  100  prime-time  television 
shows  and  as  a  headliner  in  Las  Vegas  and  Atlantic  City.  In  addition,  he  has  performed 
both  nationally  and  internationally  for  such  corporate  giants  as  Westinghouse, 
Hewlett-Packard,  Phillips  Corporation,  and  IBM.  After  several  sold-out  performances 
at  Carnegie  Hall,  ZeidwiG  has  also  enjoyed  recent  successes  with  major  symphony 
orchestras  both  as  a  concerto  soloist  and  comedian.  Still  skiing  and  playing  baseball, 
ZeidwiG  currently  resides  in  New  York. 


THE  BOSTON  POPS 


On  Saturday,  July  11,1885, a  large  and  fashionable  crowd  showed  up  at  the  Boston  Music 
Hall  for  the  first-ever  Promenade  Concert.The  Boston  Symphony  had  promised  them 
that  the  “programme  for  these  concerts  will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the 
best  class.”  It  was  the  start  of  one  of  America’s  most-loved  musical  institutions,  the 
Boston  Pops. 

Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  had  proposed  this 
new  series  in  the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of  summer  evenings  in  the  concert 
gardens  in  Vienna,  while  also  providing  summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work  six  months  out  of  the 
year.  In  1900,  the  Promenade  Concerts  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops  (shorthand 
for“Popular  Concerts").  Now  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  is  made  up  of  all  members  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  except  for  twelve  of  the  BSO’s  principal  players,  who 
make  up  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players. 


During  the  fifty-year  tenure  of  conductor  Arthur  Fiedler,  the  Boston  Pops  had  become 
a  national  institution  in  America,  a  musical  ambassador  abroad,  and  the  most-recorded 
orchestra  in  the  world.  "The  Pops  began  as  a  copy  of  a  German  institution,"  Boston  Globe 
critic  Richard  Dyer  wrote  in  1985,  "but  within  its  first  century  it  has  become  one  of  the 
things  that  define  our  American  experience." 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor  of  the  Pops  in  January  1980,  his 
scores  for  Jaws,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star  Wars,  and  Superman  had  made  him 
the  best-known  composer  for  film  in  the  world — a  success  he  would  substantiate  with 
the  music  for  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  ET.,  Jurassic  Park,  Schindler's  List,  and  many  others. 

At  the  time  of  his  appointment,  he  didn't  have  much  public  experience  as  a  conductor,  but 
he  brought  to  the  podium  the  background,  talent,  and  celebrity  to  succeed  at  a  daunting 
assignment.  “He  has  preserved  the  best  of  Fiedler’s  heritage,”  Dyer  wrote,  "while  leading 
the  Pops  into  a  new  era.” 

In  February  1995,  Keith  Lockhart  succeeded  Williams,  becoming  the  twentieth  Conductor 
of  the  Pops  and  only  the  third  conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler.  He  was  35  years  old — the 
same  age  Arthur  Fiedler  had  been  at  the  time  of  his  appointment. 

Under  Lockhart,  the  orchestra  received  its  first  Grammy  nomination  when  The  Celtic 
Album  was  nominated  for  best  classical  crossover  recording  in  1999.  In  early  2001,  The 
Latin  Album  received  a  Latin  Grammy  nod  for  best  pop  instrumental  album.  Keith  Lockhart 
and  the  Boston  Pops  have  released  four  self-produced  and  distributed  recordings:  Sleigh 
Ride, America,  Oscar  &  Tony,  and  The  Red  Sox  Album.  In  May  2007,  Keith  Lockhart  reached 
the  milestone  of  his  1,000th  Boston  Pops  concert.

KEITH  LOCKHART 


Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  in  1995,  adding  his  artistic  vision  to  the  Pops  tradition 
established  by  his  predecessors  John  Williams  and  Arthur  Fiedler. 
Mr.  Lockhart  has  worked  with  a  wide  array  of  established  artists 
from  virtually  every  corner  of  the  entertainment  world,  while 
also  promoting  programs  that  focus  on  talented  young  musicians 
from  theTanglewood  Music  Center,  Boston  Conservatory,  and 
Berklee  College  of  Music.  During  his  14-year  tenure,  he  has 
conducted  more  than  1,000  Boston  Pops  concerts  and  introduced 
the  innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest  series,  which  feature  the 
Pops  performing  with  prominent  jazz  and  indie  artists.  Mr. 
Lockhart  has  also  introduced  concert  performances  of  full-length 
Broadway  shows,  including  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein’s  Carousel  and  Stephen  Sondheim's 
A  Little  Night  Music,  and  the  PopSearch  and  High  School  Sing-Off  vocal  competitions  open  to  the 
general  public.  Under  his  leadership,  the  Boston  Pops  has  commissioned  several  new  works  and 
dozens  of  new  arrangements.  Keith  Lockhart  is  loved  by  audiences  far  and  wide  for  his  inimitable 
style,  expressed  not  only  through  his  consummate  music-making,  but  also  by  his  unique  ability 
to  speak  directly  to  the  audience  about  the  music  to  which  he  is  so  passionately  committed. 

Mr.  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  have  released  four  self-produced  recordings  (available  at 
bostonpops.org),  including  Sleigh  Ride, America,  Oscar  &  Tony,  and,  most  recently,  The  Red  Sox  Album. 
They  have  also  recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor — Runnin’  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn 
Miller, American  Visions,  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album,  Holiday  Pops,  A  Splash  of  Pops, 
Encore!,  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album,  and  My  Favorite  Things:  A  Richard  Rodgers 
Celebration.  Keith  Lockhart  has  made  66  television  shows  with  the  Boston  Pops,  most  recently 
leading  a  concert  featuring  jazz  trumpeter  Chris  Botti,  and  special  guests  Sting,  John  Mayer,  and 
Steven  Tyler,  which  was  taped  for  national  broadcast  on  PBS  in  March  2009  and  subsequently 
released  on  DVD  and  CD.The  annual  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular  is  broadcast  nationally  on 
CBS  Television.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  many  Holiday  Pops  telecasts,  as  well  as  38 
new  programs  for  Evening  at  Pops  (1970-2004).  Under  his  direction,  the  Boston  Pops  has  presented  33 
national  tours,  performed  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  and  brought  the  music  of 
“America's  Orchestra"  overseas  in  four  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  performances  at  several  major  sports  events,  including  game  two  of  the  2008  NBA  playoffs, 
the  2004  NFL  Season  Kickoff  television  special,  and  the  pre-game  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the 
Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  in 
Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  and  has  previously  served  as  associate 
conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  In  addition  to  guest 
conducting  appearances  in  the  United  States  and  abroad,  Mr.  Lockhart  also  holds  the  titles  of  artistic 
advisor  and  principal  conductor  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center  in  North  Carolina.  As  Music  Director  of 
the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Olympic  Games;  he 
concluded  his  tenure  there  after  the  2008-09  season.
